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Edttorial . 


HOLD 


A simplified definition of this word is “to keep in pos- 
session.” In Rev. 3:11 we have these words, “Behold, I 
come quickly: hold that fast which thou hast, that no man 

e thy crown.” You notice that this exhortation is to 
PASTOR of the CHURCH at PHILADELPHIA. 

First, we are made conscious of Christ’s continued in- 
terest in the well-being and maintenance of the LOCAL 
CHURCHES, although He is seated at the right hand of 
His Father in the courts of eternal glory and majesty. 
You remember that Jesus said to Simon Peter, Matt. 
16:18, “And I say also unto thee, That thou art Peter 
and upon this rock I will build my church; and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against it.” Then He said in 
Matt. 16:19, “And I will give unto thee the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven: and whatsoever thou shalt bind on 
earth shall be bound in heaven: and whatsoever thou shalt 
loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven.” This verse clearly 
shows the authority of the pastor to receive candidates 
into the church fellowship, as well as his authority to 
disfellowship those who prove unworthy of membership. 
It seems that some pastors reverse the division of the 
verse in that they take delight in loosing the members. 
I have heard some braggingly say, after having turned 
out a large number of members, “I had a great back- 

r revival, bless God.” Of course, such a statement 

d come only from a very indiscreet pastor. Certainly 
there is nothing paternal, loving, longsuffering, or 
shepherd-like about such a statement. Neither do I feel 
that I am too harsh when I say that there are three who 
do not desire such pastors: 1. God. 2. A state overseer. 
3. A church. Think of the extreme patience the Lord 
Jesus demonstrated in dealing with the disciples. If He 
had dealt with the Twelve after the manner of some 
pastors, Judas would have been discharged when 
he made the remark about the ointment being wasted. 
James and John would have been fired for creating dis- 
cord over wanting to take the most honored places in 
His kingdom. He would have fired Simon Peter when he 
rebuked him. In fact, all would have been turned OUT as 
deserters, for all fled from Him in His most crucial test. 
But He said, “and tell Peter,” in order that he would know 
he was not discharged but forgiven. Then, you remember 
this lovely lesson in Luke 15:3-7, “And he spake this 
parable unto them, saying, What man of you, having an 
hundred sheep, if he lose one of them, doth not leave the 
ety and nine in the wilderness, and go after that which 
@::. until he find it? And when he hath found it, he 
ayeth it on his shoulders, rejoicing. And when he cometh 
home, he calleth together his friends and neighbors, saying 
unto them, Rejoice with me; for I have found my sheep 
which was lost. I say unto you, that likewise joy shall be 
in heaven over one sinner that repenteth, more than over 
ninety and nine just persons, which need no repentance.” 

How pastors can profess to have the love of God and take 
any other attitude toward a member who is going or gone 
from the fold is more than I can understand. Although 
Paul said in 2 Thess. 3:6, “Now we command you, brethren, 
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in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye withdraw 
yourselves from every brother that walketh disorderly, 
and not after the tradition which he receiveth of us”; he 
also said in Gal. 6:1, 2, “Brethren, if a man be overtaken 
in a fault, ye which are spiritual, restore such an one in 
the spirit of meekness; considering thyself, lest thou also 
be tempted. Bear ye one another’s burdens, and so fulfill 
the law of Christ.” I notice that many pastors, who were 
of the “hard boiled” disposition and were always ready to 
have a housecleaning, are not listed as ministers any 
longer. Paul said, “Consider thyself, lest thou also be 
tempted.” Again he said, Eph. 4:32, “And be ye kind one 
to another, tenderhearted, forgiving one another, even as 
God for Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.” There is no 
special gain or advantage to the church in TURNING a 
member out too hurriedly. If you do discover that he is 
backslidden, the first effort should be to “restore such an 
one,” strengthen the weak hands and feeble knees. The 
great pastor, James, said in chapter 5, verses 19 and 20, 
“Brethren, if any of you do err from the truth, and one 
convert him; let him know, that he which converteth the 
sinner from the error of his way shall save a soul from 
death, and shall hide a multitude of sins.” If a member, 
who has failed when reproved, and especially when he 
voluntarily requests his name dropped from the member- 
ship, is willing to confess before the church and show 
proof that God has forgiven him, it is only reasonable to 
say that wholehearted forgiveness should be extended by 
the church. Of course, if the party has been indulging in 
sins which were reproaching the church and has to be 
chased down and brought to trial many times, there is 
but one thing left for the church and pastor to do and that 
is to exercise the following scripture: “If he neglect to 
hear the church, let him be unto thee as an heathen man 
and a publican,” Matt. 18:17. This, you notice, is the very 
last step. And for pastor and church, and especially the 
offending party, it is the saddest thing that can happen. 
Let me suggest that the erring member, as well as the 
impetuous pastor, read 1 John 2:1, 2. The binding on earth 
brings great joy to a pastor and church because it means 
a soul brought into the fold. YES, a new member added 
to the family and fold! Great effort and expense have 
been made in order to have a revival to harvest souls for 
the kingdom and Church, and that is right, as supported 
by Luke-14:16-24. Now that it takes praying, fasting, agon- 
izing, burden-bearing, preaching, singing, persuading, 
pleading, as well as much money being spent, to win a 
person to God and His Church, does it not stand to reason 
that equally as much concern should be shown in an effort 
to keep the member in the church well fed and satisfied? 
The word “Philadelphia” means brotherly love. Could I 
possibly leave with both pastor and members a better 
exhortation than that you “let brotherly love continue” 
and that the pastor and membership of every local church 
throughout the Church “hold fast that which thou hast 
that no man take thy crown,” for Jesus said, “Behold, I 
come quickly.”

INTERNATIONALIZATION OF 
JERUSALEM 


Bowing to two strong pressure groups, the 
Roman _ Catholic Church and the bloc of 
Soviet Russia, delegates at the United Nations 
Assembly, voted to internationalize Jerusalem 
in the late afternoon of eee nd 9. By its 
action, the Assembly assum power to 
dictate control of the a ae of an in- 
dependent Rag net 

e United States delegates, eager to main- 
tain friendly relations with both the Jews 
and Arabs now occupying the Holy Land, 
tried to tpone action on the question. 
Both the Jews and the Arabs of the Kingdom 
of Jordan had expressed vehement opposi- 
tion to internationalization 

But in a vote of 38 for, 14 against, and 7 
abstaining, Vatican and Russian influence 

revailed. In an Encyclical of April 15, Pope 

us XII put forth the view that the Holy 
Places of Jerusaiem should be freely accessible 
to all nations and under the jurisdiction of 
none. This position was restated on November 

18 in a release from the American 
Catholic hierarchy. Since the Israeli and 
Arab governments have given repeated 
assurances that the Holy Places would 
be preserved and freely accessible un- 
der their administration, the pressure 
exerted by the Catholic Church can only 
mean its bid for control of Jerusalem. 

Evangelicals who are concerned over this 
matter should write our Department of State, 
asking that the internationalization decision 
be reviewed in- the UN.

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of the wealth of the Giver; that 
assures us of the eternal love of the 
great Lover. He was made sin—what 
mysterious words these are! Who can 
fathom them? No matter who you are, 
nor where you are, nor what you are, 
Christ came down low enough, far 
enough, and deep enough to put His 
eternal arms of love beneath you. How 
you should love Him for it! How you 
should believe in Him! He loved the 
unlovely. Never was there a lover like 
this One, one who could love the lost 
with an eternal love so great that 
He gave such a priceless gift as His 
own peerless Son. Is He yours? 

God loves in order that He may 
give. We love in order that we may get. 
God’s love is that He may give to us 
now and keep on giving forever. His 
first gift to us is the gift of natural 
life; then He gives graces and talents 
for that life. He gives us food and 
clothing for the comforts of life. He 
gives the sun for light, gas for heat, 
and electricity for light and power. 
God’s great purpose and love for man 
is found in the Gift of Jesus Christ 
for the soul, for the heart and mind. 

Men love God’s mercies and grace. 
He so freely gives His rain, sunshine, 
and great harvest of crops. They love 
His gift of good health. They love His 
gift of gold for man’s use. If man 
could get all the wealth of the world 
he would have to leave all at death. 
Men are spiritually shortsighted who 
see the needs of their natural bodies 
but not their souls’ needs. The body 
has its needs. These should be 
attended to, but the soul has 
its needs. These should engage the 
supreme attention of every man. Man 
cares for the body but neglects the 
soul. Matt. 6:33, “But seek ye first the 
kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness; and all these things shall be 
added unto you.” Be saved, be right, 
and allow no talk to influence you to 
make the least concession to wrong 
doings: 

1. Have faith: “Trust in the Lord.” 

2. Benevolence: “Be doing good.” 

3. Rejoicing: “Delight in the Lord.”

. Abandonment: “Commit thy 
way.” 

5. Trust again! 

6. Restfulness: “Hold still in the 


Lord.” 

7. Continued patience: “Abide pa- 

tiently upon him.” 

Build on the Word of God—read the 
Word of God every day. Pray every day 
—at least pray twice each day. Build 
on Christ with good material. There 
are coming trials: 

1. A day of revealing. 

2. A day of testing. 

3. A day of rewarding. 

Make sure of two things: 

1. Build on Christ. 

2. Build with materials which en- 

dure!

ANOTHER CHURCH FOUNDA- 
TION LAID IN JAMAICA 


(Recently we received an interesting 
letter from Brother Stoppe about the 
work in Jamaica, and we are passing 
it on to the Evangel readers.) 

Dear Brother Walker: 

I have just returned from the parish 
of St. Elizabeth, where we had a 
“stone laying.” Another foundation 
has been laid for a nice church build- 
ing there. This church will be built 
of white cut-stone and is size 40x20 
feet. I wish you could attend one of 
these stone layings; but until you can, 
I will tell you just a little of how one 
goes. 

While building the foundation for 
the church, they leave numbers of 
places vacant about a foot long, where 
a stone will fit in. Then special stones 
are prepared for these places, with 
the names of the individuals who do- 
nate a liberal sum to have this stone 
laid for them. 

We gathered at Middle Quarters 
around. 3:30 in the afternoon. After 
several congregational numbers were 
sung, there were recitations given ap- 
propriate for the occasion. I might 
say right here that these people surely 
do know how to recite with emphasis 
and meaning. Then there were several 
speeches made; one by myself, anoth- 
er by a visiting pastor from Kingston 
who was with me, and then Mr. N. C. 
Lewis, a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives for that district, gave a 
very timely and stirring address. He 
told us how, years ago, he was so 
against our churches clapping their 
hands, and wondered why we couldn’t 
worship God without doing so. But 
he said, after watching the lives of 
numbers of. the people who had been 
converted in,our churches in that dis- 
trict, he is convinced that there is 
something to this, and now he, too, 
attends our churches and enjoys clap- 
ping his hands as he sings. He said 
he was so glad this church was being 
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built in that community as there are 
no other churches there. He said 
many other wonderful things that 
impressed me so much that I, myself, 
gave $25 on the building after hear- 
ing him. 

After the speeches, we had the 
stone laying. Since we had paid for 
our stones in advance, our names were 
already written on them. As our 
names were called, we would go to our 
stone; as we laid it, we would say 
something brief in keeping with the 
occasion, asking God’s blessings, etc. 
After all the stones were laid, we had 
the oes and then started our

long journey over narrow winding 
roads to Kingston. 

We have several other building proj- 
ects where we will be having stone 
layings in the next few months. Per- 
haps there might be some people in 
the States who would like to have a 
stone laid in the foundation of one 
of these churches, with their names 
enscribed on it. To lay a stone you 
can give any amount from $5 up. A 
post office money order or a perso 
check can be sent directly to me, sta 
ing that you would like a stone laid 
for the amount given. 

At this particular church we laid 
a stone for Mrs. C. W. Jackson, of 
Calhoun, Georgia, who sent us $15.—

1. To Know Him in Deliverance of 
Sin. 

When the world was in gross dark- 
ness, without a prophet in 400 years, 
and the religious leaders of the day 
had drifted so far from God until they 
had only a form of godliness, the glad 
message was delivered by an angel. 

Matt. 1:21b, “For he shall save his 
people from their sins.” What a won- 
derful proclamation! Many great war- 
riors and leaders in the political, eco- 
nomical world were on the scene. Some 
had led their people to certain vic- 
tories; others offered them many 
things and made promises to them; 
but no one ever talked like this of 
delivering them from sin, of saving 
them from the acts and consequences 
of sin. Certainly this was a new story. 
It is sad, but true, that many people 
today have not learned to know Him 
in the free pardon from their sins. 

In St. John, 8th chapter, we have a 
very pathetic, yet beautiful, story. The 
religious leaders of the day had cap- 
tured a poor, condemned woman in 
the grossest kind of sin and had 
brought her into the presence of our 
Master. They stated that they had 
taken her in the very act of adultery 
and reminded the Lord that they were 
supposed to have stoned her. Think 
of her as she stood there before her 
accusers and before Jesus condemned, 
according to the law, with no defense. 
Our Master did not come to condemn, 
but to save the sinner. So, He thought, 
wrote on the ground, and questioned 
them, and, finally, they had all gone 
out, single file. He turned to this wom- 
an and said, “Woman, where are 
those thine accusers? does no man 
condemn thee?” She said, “No man, 
Lord.” Jesus said unto her, “Neither do 
I condemn thee: go, and sin no more.” 

It was not his intention to condemn 
the sinner, but to help the sinner 
amend his way and to get out of sin 
so that he would not be back in the 
ruts of sin again, for said He, with 
reference to the rich publican Zaach- 
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aeus who was hated by the masses of 
people because of his position, “The 
Son of man is come to seek and to 
save that which was lost.” 

St. John 4 tells another beautiful 
story of a woman who came to Him, 
heard His story, asked for a spiritual 
blessing, and received it. This sinner, 
saved by grace, went to town telling 
the good news. 

In five months, God has given to the 
Church of God in Tennessee 6,240 
souls who can testify that they know 
Him in the free pardon of their sins. 
Oh, if all the members of the Church 
could really become acquainted with 
Him and have all the desires of the 
world and the sinful powers and the 
things that lead us astray taken out! 
It remains to be seen what would hap- 
pen in one year if just the Church of 
God would know Jesus in the respect 
He would have us know Him. 


I once listened to a great politician 
speak. He was a businessman, a suc- 
cessful businessman of his day. He 
was also at that time a candidate for 
the governor’s office in the State of 
Mississippi. I have forgotten many 
things that Mr. White said, but one 
thing I have never forgotten; that is, 
“If you have come to hear me sling 
mud at, say hard and hateful things 
about, my opponent, you don’t know 
Hugh White as I want you to know 
him.” 

Brother, Sister, if there is a place in 
your heart for the things of the world, 
and envy, and strife, and works of the 
flesh, you yet do not know Jesus as 
He would have you to know Him. In 
Rom. 7:24, 25, the apostle, describing 
the condition of a man who was not 
so well acquainted with Jesus, possibly 
under the law, cried, “O wretched 
man that I am! who shall deliver me 
from the body of this death?” Then, 
as if to come to himself so he could 
really think and meditate, he said, “I 
thank God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” In the 8th chapter he begins by 
saying, “There is therefore now no 


condemnation to them which are in 

Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 

flesh, but after the Spirit. For the la 

of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus na 4 
made me free from the law of sin an f 
death. For what the law could not do, | 
in that it was weak through the flesh, ] 
God sending his own Son in the like- 

ness of sinful flesh and for sin, con- 
demned sin in the flesh.” There is a 

place where all of God’s children may 

live in the sunlight of God’s love, with 

the blessings of God upon their lives— 

happy, free from sin. God grant that 

you may do that throughout 1950. 


2. Consecration in 1950; That | 
May Know Him in the Fellowship of 
His Suffering. 


As we read St. John 17:1-5, the 
beginning of that great prayer when 
our Lord prayed with such an earnest 
desire, we hear Him say, “Father, 
glorify thou me... with the glory 
which I had with thee before ‘9 ( 
world was.” Think of how He disrobew 
Himself of His royal beauty, con- 
descended to come to a sinful earth, 
took upon Him the likeness of sinful 
flesh, made Himself of no reputation, 
lived among sinful men, and received 
the rebuff of a cold-hearted, cold 
shouldered, dark, benighted world. 
“For he came not to be ministered un- 
to, but to minister and to give himself 
a ransom for many.” “For he shall 
grow up before him as a tender plant, 
and as a root out of a dry ground: 
he hath no form nor comeliness; and 
when we shall see him, there is no 
beauty that we should desire him. He }) 
is despised and rejected of men; a 
man of sorrows and acquianted with 
grief ... and he made his grave with 
the wicked.” 
The first recorded sermon, + 4 
Sermon on the Mount, Matt. 5, 6 ant® 
7 is the greatest message that has 
ever been recorded in literature. See 
how that He gets away from the great 
crowd, draws His disciples aside, and 
teaches them these great lessons of 
human service. Matt. 5:21, “Ye have 
heard that it was said by them of old 
time, Thou shalt not kill; and who- 
soever shall kill shall be in danger 
of the judgment: but I say unto you, 
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That whosoever is angry with his 
brother without a cause shall be in 
danger of the judgment: and whoso- 
ever shall say to his brother, Raca, 


osoever shall say, Thou fool, shall 
be in danger of hell fire.” Then He 
goes on to tell us not to even offer our 
gift if we have something in our 
hearts against our brother; and He 
gives us such great lessons along the 
line of our consecration relative to 
the opposite sex that we should not 
even look on the opposite sex to lust 
after the flesh, and as to how we 
should be so particular in our words: 
let our yea be yea and our nay, nay; 
to have a life that is actually dead 
with Christ; to be hid away in Him. 
Then we are admonished to do good 
for evil. How different to the old 
saying, “An eye for an eye, and a 
tooth for a tooth.” In the 6th chapter 
we are admonished to be very sincere 
in our praying, fasting, and giving, 


@::: be in danger of the council: but 


have our lives consecrated before 
e Lord. God help us in our consecra- 
tion. 


3. Loyalty. 

The most beautiful story on this 
subject that I know of is recorded in 
Matt. 4:1-11. Satan went in for the 
kill—_the knockout. He tempted the 
Lord, taking advantage of His long 
fast and, no doubt, weak and hungry 
condition by suggesting that He use His 
great power to satisfy His own appe- 
tite. But our Master gave him a black 
eye in the first round in this great 
fight. According to Scripture, He 
said, “Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that proceed- 
eth out of the mouth of God.” Then 
Satan tried to flatter the Master. He 


never do it just for a show, but 


ied to push Him over. He tried to 
: ke Him go into fanaticism: “Show 


ur great power.” But you remember 
our Lord countered with another scrip- 
ture by saying, “Thou shalt not tempt 
the Lord thy God.” Then he took Him 
to an exceeding high mountain, and 
showed Him alli the kingdoms of the 
world, and the glory of them, and of- 
fered them to Him if he would but 
bow down to worship Him. But, our 
Master was not for sale. There were 
no sale tags on Him. He came to the

world to do a special work, and His 
heart was fixed. He was to set 
an example for loyal men and women 
through the ages to follow. Thank God 
that we can be loyal, faithful servants 
of God, and faithful and loyal to the 
Church, and God will certainly add 
His blessings to our records and crown 
our work with success. 


4. Service. 


“Ye are my friends if you do what- 
soever I command you,” St. John 15:14. 
There is much emphasis put on the 
word ‘do’ in the Scripture. “Be not a 
forgetful hearer,” James admonished, 
“but be a ‘doer’ of the word.” Then 
in the conclusion of the Sermon on 
the Mount, the Master said, “There- 
fore if any man will hear these sayings 
of mine and do them, I will liken him 
unto a wise man, which built his house 
upon a rock.” His request of us is that 
we shall be witnesses and that we shall 
go into all the world and preach the 
gospel. There is no place for a Chris- 
tian to be at ease. There is no place to 
stop. Look around and see that man 
or woman boy or girl who is lost.

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Nome Things to Think About ... 
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PUBLIC SCHOOL “OBSTACLE” 
TO RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich.— (RNS) —By 
its attitude of “exclusion and separa- 
tion,” the public school has become an 
“obstacle” in the path of adequate re- 
ligious education, Methodist Bishop 
Fred Pierce Corson, of Philadelphia, 
declared here. 

He addressed the Methodist Confer- 
ence on Christian Education, attend- 
ed by 700 educators from all over 
the United States. 

Until the turn of the twentieth 
century, Bishop Corson said, the pub- 
lic school was an important factor in 
the communication of religious knowl- 
edge. However, because of a growing 
emphasis on “separation,” he added, 
it is no longer an “ally” of the 
Church. 

Commenting on recent court pro- 
nouncements on religion in public 
education, the bishop said: 

“Legal provisions seemed unneces- 
sary to our forefathers, who assumed 
that the teachers employed would be 
Christian in character and that re- 
ligion was a reality with which edu- 
cation must naturally deal.” 


Bishop Corson called upon the del- 
egates to broaden the base of Chris- 
tian education “to the point where 
its intelligent and convincing com- 
muication of the gospel includes all 
types of individuals at all levels of 
their capacity and need.”—UEA. 


Discovery has been made of a 1500- 
year-old Christian burial cave in Jeru- 
salem, by Rev. Ovid R. Sellers, dean of 
McCormick Theological Seminary, Chi- 
cago, Ill., and a noted Biblical scholar. 
The announcement, made by Profes- 
sor Carl H. Kraeling, president of the 
American Schools of Oriental Research 
and chairman of the department of 
Near Eastern Languages and Litera- 
tures at Yale, said Mr. Sellers made his 
find during a year’s service as director 
of the American School of Oriental Re- 
search in Jerusalem. Mr. Sellers and 
party discovered a number of fourth- 
and fifth-century. Roman-Byzantine 
ceremonial lamps, ornaments, and 
statues. A number of busts were also 
found, and these were thought to be 
resemblances of Palestinian Christians 
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buried here. Three lamps dating back 
to the 13th century were also found, as 
were 2 rings, one bearing the figure of 
St. George on horseback. 

The Christian Day School movement 
is continuing to show remarkable 
growth. The Western Michigan Chris- 
tian High School is now erecting a 
modern school building costing $250, 
000. It will serve Reformed, Christian 
Reformed, and Protestant Reformed 
people of the Western Michigan area. 
The Los Angeles Baptist City Society is 
opening 3 new day schools, and the 
Lutherans are opening one there.

B. Douglass in Woman’s Home Com- 
panion and Dr. Henry Sloane Coffin 
in This Week have voiced views which 
have occasioned wide and favorable 
comment. 

There is no doubt that the average 
churchman in America thinks the 
churches should get together. These 
“liberals” are clever fellows and they 
know how to capitalize on this situ- 
ation. The churches should get to- 
gether, but it would be a pity if sin- 
cere and unsuspecting followers of 
Christ should be misled by these 
wolves in sheep’s clothing into some 
kind of an ecclesiastical transaction 
that would compromise the “faith 
once for all delivered” and the prime 
reason for the church’s very exist- 
ence.

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Grumblers and Backbiters

Psalm 15:1, 3, “Lord, who shall abide 
in thy tabernacle? who shall dwell in 
thy holy hill? He that walketh up- 
rightly, and worketh righteousness, 

nd speaketh the truth in his heart. 

e that backbiteth not with his 
tongue, nor doeth evil to his neighbor, 
nor taketh up a reproach against his 
neighbor.” 

For sometime now this message 
has been on my heart, and I pray it 
will be a blessing and a help to my 
weaker sisters and brothers through- 
out the land as they read it. Many 
times since I have been a Christian 


I have felt discouraged and grieved 


very deeply over some whom I love 
dearly, because I would hear them 
backbiting others, and I knew the 
Bible forbade such. 

We should love one another as we 
are told to do in 1 John 3:11: “For 
this is the message that ye heard from 
the beginning that we should love 
one another.” 

Then we read in 1 John 3:14, “We 
@. that we have passed from death 

nto life because we love the brethren. 
He that loveth not his brother abideth 
in death.” 

Sometimes I wonder if very many 
people really know the meaning of 
love. I have always heard the saying 
that actions speak louder than words, 
and I am sorry to say that there are 
many people who profess to be Chris- 
tians who do not show much love 
especially in some of their conversa- 
tions. 

Again I say the whole business of 
whispering, evil speaking, backbiting, 
talebearing, etc., is distinctly for- 
bidden by God’s Word. Lev. 19:16 tells 
us, “Thou shalt not go up and down 
as a talebearer among thy people.” 
“Thou shalt not” is clear to all. 

“Six things doth the Lord hate: yea, 
@: are abomination unto him.” 

Otice what the Lord hates: “a proud 
look, a lying tongue, and hands that 
shed innocent blood, an heart that 
deviseth wicked imaginations, feet 
that be swift in running to mischief, 
a false witness that speaketh lies, and 
he that soweth discord among breth- 
ren.” These are six sins that draw 
the wrath of God, and among them 
is the sin of sowing discord among 
brethren. 
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Then we read in the 15th Psalm 
where David asked the Lord this ques- 
tion, “Lord, who shall dwell in thy 
tabernacle? who shall abide in thy 
holy hill?” The Lord answers “He that 
walketh uprightly and worketh right- 
eousness and speaketh the truth in 
his heart, he that backbiteth not with 
his tongue nor doeth evil to his 
neighbor.” How it must grieve our 
precious Lord to hear His people do- 
ing these things. 

I have been invited to home gath- 
erings and went-home feeling grieved 
and heavyhearted because of un- 
kind conversations with a new con- 
vert. People who do such things can 
cause discouragement; I have already 
been one. 

People wonder why so many sin- 
ners are staying sinners and away 
from the house of God. Do we really 
have to wonder why? It is because 
sO many professed supposed-to-be 
Christians are so religious in church, 
then outside of it they backbite and 
gossip. 

One time I went to help a group of 
church women sew in order to make 
money for. a need of the church, and 
the whole time I was there the con- 
versation was in criticizing people of 
another church. I never went back 
again for then I had just found the 
Lord real to me, and it grieved my 
heart to hear such unkind gossip. It 


would be well for all Christians to 
keep in mind James 1:26, “If any man 
among you seem to be religious, and 
bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth 
his own heart, this man’s religion is 
vain.” 

2 Timothy 2:19 tells us, “The Lord 
knoweth them that are his, and let 
every one that nameth the name of 
Christ depart from iniquity.” If we 
love a person, we do not want to hurt 
him, do we? So let us put from us the 
spirit of criticizing and backbiting. 
Let_us not be stumbling blocks in the 
path of sinners, for they are watching 
us, and you and I are setting an ex- 
ample for someone. 

If you are a Christian, or claim to 
be, remember “Christian” means 
Christ-like. Jesus went about doing 
good to all, so always ask yourself the 
question, “What would Jesus do?” He 
is our pattern. He tells us in Matthew 
5:16 to let our lights shine that others 
may see our good works and glorify 
our Father which is in heaven. 

Remember backbiters and tale- 
bearers will not see heaven, for 
St. Paul classifies such people 
with haters of God, murderers, 
and fornicators, and closes the 
passage with the words, “They that 
do such things are worthy of death.” 
The backbiter will come to the day of 
judgment to take his place with mur- 
derers, and why them? Because he 
himself is a murderer, not with a gun, 
but he did it with a deadly tongue. 
So let us be careful to obey Christ’s 
command to love one another.
